certainly expire ii a Laugh; NannyT unable, that ev'ry 
Night Sings Her {eff to Sleep, and Betiy Eafy, who 1s 
not to be put out of Humour, and is equally pleafed 
with ev ry Faaut propos'd, provided fhe hkes her Com- 
pany. *fwas humbly hinted, that we wou'd admit 
George Pommk of the Play houfe, who wou'd give us 
Forty humorous Songs, mimicks the /talians to a won- 
derful Perfection, and behaves himfelf fo handfomely, 
and with fo much eood Manners, that People of the 
firft Quality are daily fending for him. I was furpri- 
fed to prove Adiracles not ceafed, in finding Mode/fy in 
a Player ; his Converfation, which was bien toarnée, 
and his Expreffion brillant, without being larded with 
Oaths, or the lealt {pice of Debauchery, made me hear- 
tily with hima more Reputable Employment ; and coi.- 
clude, that the ill treament he has met with from fome 
of the head Aétors, is, becaufe he has lefs Pride, better 
Principles, and more good’ Conduct than themfelves, 
We pafs’d Aiily along, the Sun fimil’d upon our Pro- 
grefs, and Freedom, which 1s the Source of true Mirth, 
crown'd us with entire Satisfaction, Mr Paoumt, be. 
fides his agreeable Pipe, entertain’d us with feveral di- 
verting Stories relating to the Theatres , their Rife.and 
Progre(s, fince their Original Stroling with Mrs. Afynns, 
their Parties, Cabals, Divifions, Unions, Arrefts, Out- 
lawries, and Excommunications ; the Birth and Edu- 
cation of the Stage Ladies, their realtand fuppos’d Mar- 
riages, Comical Intriegues, Tragical Lyings-In, and the 
difpofal of their Progeny.
